- KERWIN RESIGNS. 


“Startling Charges Made by the Vice- 
President of the Police Board, 


‘The Gamblers and Politicians Have 
Captured the Department. 


A Bitter Fight is Being Made Against Chief 
Campbell and Faulkner, and Commissiener 
Kerwin Would Rather Be in H—ll Than in 
the Police’ Board—His Resignation Accepted 
by the Governor. 


A private telegram was received this 
morning from Jefferson City announcing 
that Daniel W. Kerwin, Vice-President of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, had ten- 
dered his resignation to the Governor, and 
that it had been accepted.

THE FIRST GUNS. 


Meeting of the French: and Black 
Flag Forces.

An Eight-Hour Battle Out of - Which the 
Frenchmen Came Victorious—Great Loss of 
Life—Late and Startling Details of the 
Canton Rots—Cablegrams. 


Lonpon, September 14.—A dispatch from 
Hong Kong to-day stazes thata battle has 
taken place between the French forces and 
the Black Flags, lasting eight hours. The 
engagement took place between Hanoi and 
Sontay, near the Red River. The French 


and fifty men. The loss of the Black Flags is 
estimated at between five and six hundred 
men. Hanoiisthe town wherethe French 
have been holding their garrison since the 
prévious engagement at Sontay awaiting re- 
inforcement. probable, from the tenor 
of the above dispatch, that the Black Flags, 
whose headquarters are at Bacminh, to the 
northeast of Hanoi, determined to recapture 
Sonutay from the Freneh, who had kept gun- 
boats therefor the last fortnight, and while 
en route from Bacminh across the Delta 
they were met by the French en route from 
Hanoi to intercept them, the above battle 
being the result. 
THE CANTON RIOT. 

LonponN, Septemver 14.—The Standard’s 
Hong-Kong special gives additional details 
of the rioting at Canton on Monday last. The 
riot began at 8 o’clock in the morning, as 
previously stated. The trouble was caused 
by a quarrel between some Chinese and Por- 
tugese watchmen on the quay. During the 
latter part of the riot some of the merchants 
armed themselves to defend their property. 
The party consisted of nine Germans and 
three Englisumen. They fired into the mob, 
killing five Chinese and wounding many 
more. Thearrival of the Chinese troops 
finally checked the mob. Now two British, 
one French and five Chinese gunboats are 
moored in the river abreast’ the 
foreign settlement. The Chinese have 
posted placards on the walls «f the city 
applauding the action of the populace and 
calling upon them to kill Europeans at the 
next opportunity which presents itself. The 
different consuls at Canton admit the situ- 
ation very serious and the future of the Eu- 
ropean colony is gioomy in the extreme; al- 
most to an open war belween the native and 
foreign elements, and it will be necessary to 
have men-of-war in tie harbor for a long 
tine to come as a measure of protection. 
The houses burned by the mob include ten 
English, one American, two German arid one 
Freneh. The consuls have forwarded to the 
viceroy an identical note, holding hiin an- 
swerable for the destruction of property, be- 
cause he failed to promptly send troops 
when advised of the disorder. Three Chin- 
amen, who were caught in the act of plunder- 
ing property, and a Pultuguese, who was the 
pie ol of the outbreak, is now im- 
prisoned at the British Consulate. 

A FRENCH ACCOUNT. 

Lonpon, September 14.—The French ac- 
count of the battle with the Black Fiags 
states that on Saturday, September 1, the 
French forces from Hanoi advanced to with- 
in twelve miles of Sontay, where the enemy 
was found in casemate forts, upon which the 
fire of the French had no effect. After three 
days’ hard fighting the French troops, aided 
bv a heavy fire frem the fleet under Admiral 
Bouet, carried the eneimny’s works at the 
point of the bayonet, capturing two towns 
and two Blaek Fiags. 

The Standard’s special says the French 
loss is two officers and four 
men killed, and three officers and forty 
men wounded. After the victory Admiral 
Bouet withdrew his fleet to Hanoi to await 
reinforcewents, leaving 300 men to hold the 
captured towns. ‘The French naval force at 
Tonquin, under Admiral Bouet, comprises 
ironclads Bayard of four guns, Atlante of 
twelve guns, Triomphant of eight guns; 
cruisers Trouville and Chateau Renaud, 
transports Annamite and-Mythic, each car- 
rving twe guns; gunboats Lynx and Vipre, 
each carrying four guns, end Fanfare, 
Leopard aud Surprise, each carrying two 
guns. ‘There are four sloops carrying an 
aggregate of seven guns, and four dispatch 
boats carrying an aggregate of twelve guns; 
two torpedo launches are also attached to 
the flect. 


’ France. 

Paris, September 14.—The Soir professes 
to give the following as the heads of the pro- 
posals by Marquis ‘Toeng, Chinese Ambassa- 
dar, to Chaliemel Lacour. “That Frence 
shall cease sending reinforcements to Ton 
guin. That China will recognize the treaty 
of Hue, but will retain the right to the in- 
vestitire of the Anamese sovereigns. That 


the French Protectorate shall be under Chi- 
nese control and under direction of the mili- 
tary mandarinps. ‘That China shall be re- 
imbursed for ail expenses incurred in the 
repression of the Black Fiags.” 

rhe Republique Francaise, in an article 
upon the Tonquin question, takes the ground 
that France cannot accept the proposed es- 
tablished neutralization, but will be satis- 
tied if Tonquin is withdrawn entirely from 
Chinese jurisdiction. It also says that if 
Engiand can guarantee the agreement of 
China to these points the whdle trouble will 
be speedily ended.

Narrow Escape of the Steamer City of

three passengers, was towed into Smithville 
yesterday evening by the revenue eutter Co)- 
fax, which encountered the City of Atlanta, 
while seeking for the missing Frying Pan 
Shoaly lightship. The City of Atlanta was 
in tow of the steamer British Empire, from 
Vera Cruz and Havana, for New York.

The Second Party for the Relief of 
Greeley Return kmpty-Handed. 


St. Jouns, N. F., September 14:—The 
United States steamship Yantie, which left 
St. John’s as a consort for the Proteus car- 
rying the second Greeley relief expedition 
under the command of Lieut. Garlington, af 
4p. m., on June 29, arrived here alone on 
yesterday morning. ‘The Proteus, arrived at 
God Haven Bay, Disce Island, July 6; tha 
Yantic the same placeon July 12. Thence 
she sailed for Cory Island, arriving on July 
16. She left on the 2ist., and af dusk on the 


23d, whenin about latitude 77°, some dis- 
tance north of Capes? erry, the icg-floes @osed 


“in about her, nipping her severely and grad- 


ually forcing her out of the water a few’ feet 
and pinning her between two huge projec- 
tions of the ice and literally crushing her to 
pieces. Lieut, Garlington and his party and 
the officers and crew of the Proteus were 
forced to abandon the wreck, saving but few 
of their Implements and stores. ‘They man- 
aged to save the ship’s boats, however, and 
used them whenever they could finda stream 
that was navigable. The party made for the 
Yantie, which had been left to the Seuth. 
They made their way across Smith’s Sound, 
and along th eastern shore of Cape York, 
thence across Melville Bay to Upernavik, 
arriving there on August 24. The Yantie 
reached Upernavik on September 21, and 
took the party on board. Lieut. Caldwell 
and six of the crew of the Proteus parted 
cumpany with Garlington and the otbers at 
Cape York. Caldweli’s party reached the 
Yantic on July 31. 

The failure of this expedition leaves the 
fate of the Greeley party as much in the 
dark as ever. Not a word was heard from 
the Greeley party, and nothing even seem to 
indicate the whereabouts of any of them. 
The prospects of the Greeley colony encoun- 
tering their fourth winter and the rigors of 
the Arctic circle are mournful to centem- 
plate. The crews of both ships—the Yantie 
and Proteus—are in excellent health, and 
one death only occurred during the expedi- 
tion, that of Henry Wilson, the -yunner’s 
mate of the Yantic, of apoplexy. ° 

THE GREELEY PARTY, . 
consisting of Lieutenant Greeley, of th 
Fifth .Cavalry, acting signal officer, 
and twenty-one wen, were assigned to duty 
on June 17, 1881. ‘The commander of the ex- 
pedition was instructed to establish a perma- 
nent signal station at the most suitable point 
north of the eighty-tirst parallel and con- 
tiguous to the coal scam diseovered near 
Lady Franklin Bay by the English expe- 
dition in 1877, The instructions directed 
that the steamer, on arriving at the perma- 
nent station, should discharge her cargo 
and return to St. Johu’s;* that after 
the departure of the vessel the 
energies of the party should - first 
be devoted to the erection of 
the dwelling-house and observatories; that 
the sledging- parties should work generally 
in the interests of exploration and discoy- 
ery. Instructions as to the movements of 
the party in anticipation of meeting the re-| 
lief parties which were to be sent out from 
time to time were winute. The first relief 
party was under command of Lieut. Beebe 
and sailed in the steamer Neptune from 
St. John’s on July 8, 1882, but they 
failed to get as far north even as 
Cape Hawkes, at least 150 miles south of 
Lady Franklin Bay. Supplies'and a whale- 
boat were left at Cane Sabine, a whaleboat 
at Cape lsabella, and stores were also landed 
at Life Boat Cove, Littietou’s Island. Beebe’s 
expedition returned during the first week of 
Segiomner, 

The only news that has been heard of 
Greeley’s party was brought to the Yantic 
while she was at anchor in the Danish 
harborin Greenland on August 12. Gov. 
Eibury came on beard and reported that the 
captain of the Danish steamer Sophia had 
told him that native Esquiiaux had told him 
two natives with the Greeley expedition ar- 
rived atthe harbor thirty miles north of 
Cape Yull last winter and reported the party 
all well except Dr. Parry, who had died. 
Another Esquimau,arriving from the Greeley 
Camp, réported all officers murdered by the 
men. Neither of these reports is reliable, as 
the fondness of the Esguimaux for lying and 
sensationalism places -_ in the category 
of fiction. 


BRUTAL BISHOP. 


He Attempts the Assassination of an 
Aged Gentleman,

NEw HAVEN,Sepiember 14.—Isaac French, 
an old resident of Falls Village, was awak- 
ened at midnight by a noise.

grains of morphia. . He wore a bristling 
beard of several days’ growth, was bloated 
about the eyesand bore traces of having 
slept in the gutter. 


“It’s no more than I’m used ta,” he said,” 
“I take it every day, and you can see how 
shaky lam.” And the stranger held up his 
hands and arms to prove his assertions. 

The druggist at first refused, but when the 

man showed by his conversation 
thac he was familiar with the 
drug and claimed to be Dr. Richard 
Thomas, of Trenton, N. J., the druggist 
weighed out the fifteen grains of mopphta on 
his own prescription. The stranger called 
fora graduating glass and some water and 
mixed and swallowed the efitire dose. A 
few minutes later the man was picked up in 
the street in a comatose state and taken to 
the Pennsylyania Hospital. The physicians 
worked with him the entire day. Under 
the galvanic battery he awoke enough 
to say repeatedly: “fifteen grains; bie 
dose.” Nothing concerning his pur- 
pose of suicide or his identity could 
be learned. Late last night the chances of 
his recovery were decidedly against him.

HAT FACTORIES BURNED, 
Big Blaze at Brooklyn — Loss 
$95,000 


New York, September 14—Fire this 
morning destroyed the Brooklyn Felt Hat 
Works of Wm. A. Boglin & Co, and the 
Novelty Straw Hat Factory, owned by Chas. 
E. Everett of Brooklyn. The fire broke out 
first Jast night and was extinguished, as was 
thought, witixa loss of about $2,000 on build- 
ing and $8,000 oh stock and machinery. The 
fire again broke out at 6 o’clock this morning 
and the structure was all in flames before 
the firemen arrived. The factory, together 
with two frame buildings in the rear, be- 
longing to the same company, were demol- 
ished. The loss on the building is estimated 
at $20,000, on machinery $40,000, and on 
stack $35,000, The flames then extended to 
the Novelty Straw Hat Factory, adjoining, 
and pretty well gutted the placed. Everetts 
said his loss on the building would be about 
$17,000 and the loss on stock and machinerv 
from $25,000 to $30,000. Thev employed 
about 200 hands arid a full force of hands 
had been ordered: to work Monday. Ever- 
etts does not think his insuranee sufficient 
to cover the joss. Tie Brooklyn Feit Hat 
Works were only partially insured. This 
factory has been destroyed twice before by 
fire. It lost $20,000 last year by bad busi- 
ness. About125 men were employed here.

The True Story of Why She Ran 
Away From Home, 


And Why She Will Not Return—Statements 
Made by, Boarders—The Home—A Harsh 
_ and Severe Father—The Churchill Case. 


Bertha Smith, the girl who is missing from 
2809 Morgan street, has not returned te her 
home yet, and her parents have not heard 
from her within the past three days. Since 
the girl has not shown herself or revealed 
her whereabouts, the cause of her departure 
has been the subject of much discussion 
among the people who know the family. The 
father is said to be the cause of the disap 
pearance, as will be seen from the interviews 
published below. They eome from responsi- 
ble persons, who do not desire their names 
to be printed, but who will ‘substantiate, if 
necessary, their statements: 


A reporter of the Post-DisPATcH meeting 
a friend on the [street yesterday was thus 
accosted ; : 

‘Say, why hasn’t the Post given the true 
version of that Bertha Smith case? Every 
one who has read the reports so far given 
has been led to believe that tne girl ran away 
rom home mereiy because she disliked the 
tudy of music. Her father has given the 
impression that it was a ‘childish freak’ 
and attempted to throw the biame upon 
Some outside parties, especially a young 
married couple living on Finney ave- 

This is a grave’ injustice to 
them as well § as the ~ girl 
herself. You go out and see them and also 
have a talk with the gentlemen who room in 
the house and you will discover that 
Bertha’s disappearance was far from being 
the result of a childish whim or caprice, and 
that it is not the least surprising she remains 
— from oc sf ee 

The reporter, acting upon the suggestion 
wended his way toward the house on ‘ 

FINNEY AVENUE, 

and, arriving at the door, rang the bell and 
asked to see the gentleman<of the house.

first of all, let me assure you that I know ap- 
solutely nothing of the whereabouts of 
Bertha Smith. The letter she wrote to her 
father last Monday, and which he refused to

Some persons must bein collusion with her, 
and, knowing all the circumstances of the 
case, are ——- herin her efforts to re- 
main away from home.” 

“Did she visit you frequently ?’ 

*<No. She came to my house the Thursday be- 
fore her disappearance and asked to see my 
wife. She was shown to her room. She im- 
mediately began to cry and begged to come 
aud live with us. She said her father had 
treated her so badly and whipped her so eru- 
ellytbat she could not liye. at home any 
longer. She then temoved the body of ber 
dress and showed my wife three or four 
large red welts on her back that she alleged

her father had given her that morning be- 
cause she did not know her niusica! exercise. 
She said he whipped her with a stick; that 
he stood over her constantiy while she was 
practicing, and every time she struck a false 
note he would hit Ber, He kept her in con- 
tinual dread, and made her so nervous that 
she could not play when he was around. She 
further said she could net and would not 
Siay at home, and unless my wife would take 
her aud jet ber live with us as a servant she 
would run away. My wife advised her 
to go back home and try to dw her 
work to please _her father, teiling 
her that it was .very foolish for 
her to run away,as she would only re- 
gret it after awhile. She staid here and 
cried and begged and implored to rgmuin, 
but my wife ultimately induced her"to go

“Why thatis simplyabsurd. Fora month 
before | was married Lhad roomsin Mr.

1 
took a fancy to her, and occasionally zave her 
candy, small pictures aud the like. 
After my marriage ! went to the house one 
day to see two of my friends who were liy- 
ing there, and 

SHE ASKED PERMISSION TO COME OUT 
and visit my wife. Iltoid her to come and 
spend the day if she wished. This she did 
with her father’s consent, which was reluct- 
antiy given. My wife took her down town with 
her to purchase a few articies, and teid me 
upon her return that Bertha acted as though 
she had been raised in the country anf had 
never seen a large store. With the exception 
oi the Thursday I have alluded to, that was 
the only time Bertha was in my house or in 
commany with my wife.”’ 

‘“‘What were her duties at home, when you 
lived there?” 

“Weill, sofar as I know, the girl was 
worked very ‘hard for one of her age. She 
was out Of bed by 6 or 6:30 every morning. 
Between that and breakfast time she prac- 
ticed on the piano. Some of the boys can 
teli you about that. After breakfast she 
made up one or two rooms, then she went to 
school, and at noon would return and finish 
her household work, then back to school un- 
til3o’clock, Then she would dust around 
the rooms, wash the towels and 
finish eg | work she had left mndone 
at noon. She would then practice her 
exercises for an hour or so, and have about 
an hour’s recreation before her fatlier’s re- 
turn in the evening. After her evening meal 
she would perform her exercises 
UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF HER FATHER, 
and about 9 o’clock be sent to bed.” 

“Have you ever seen her father whip her?’’ 

“No, but l have heard him, and holiloaed 
at him oncg or twice for God’s sake to stop 
it. The piv in the house have threatened 
on several occasions to interfere and whip 
Smith if he did not stop it.” 

The reporter learned that the “boys” re 
ferred to were three other gentie- 
mien who had rooms in Mr. 
Smith’s house, and after looking them 
up, ascertained that the facts sta above 
were true. 

“Why, see here,” said one of the gentle- 
men, FF fo reporters have all been hood- 
winked by Sinith. It wasan infernal shame 
the way in which that man treated his giri. 
We could hear in the second story the slaps 
and wihacks.he would give her while she was 
practising. He was eternally yelling at her, 
and | should think so confused the child that 
she searcely knew what she was doing.

The Cardinal recognized the sad 
fact witha paroxysm of erief, then rushed 
tothe landing and shouted down tue mem- 
orable words, **butter-sauce forthe whole 
lot!’ The old saying that what is one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison is realized in 
the opposite tastes of people. 

The Englishman will not eat a squirrel 
but will gioat over a meal of barnacies and 
periwinkles, the latter a species of sea 
snail that adheres to the rocks. The New 
Hollander relishes a feast of decayed shark, 
yet looks with horror on bread and butter. 
The Japanese have a prejudice against milk 
and beef, but will enjoy a stewed or roasted 
rat. ‘The ‘turks shudder at the thought of 
eating oysters, and the young ladies who 
visit our slaughter-houses to drink the fresh, 
warm biood would inspire a Hindoo with a 
cannibal terror. 

It is erroneous to suppose that cannibal- 
ism has become quite extinct. Many 
of the South Sea islands are infested 
with secret anthropophagi. In 1873 the 
Chasseurs @’Afrique captured a Kabyle on 
the plateau of Aigiers who was in the act of

Indians attract attention, Dirt is not prop- 
erly an article of food, although some 
‘siovenly cooks seem to think so: it is:merely 
used by the Indians to fill the stomach so as 
to appease the ravages Of hunger, 

‘““M. Palizot relates that in Kaskaskia—a 
town on the banks of the Mississippi—he 
was invited {to partake of :‘Musical Jack’ 
which proved upon investigation to be fried 
rattiesuakes, decapitated and skinned, and 
showing a meat as white and firm as 
a chicken. Musical Jack was a staudard 
dish in that snake-infested region.” ‘The at- 
tenuated hogs of the American Bottom have 
long since devoured the juicy rattlesnakes, 

THE OCTOPUS 
or devil-fish when boiled first and then roast- 
ed is eaten in Corsica and estecmed a great 
delicacy, Perhaps the natives never read 
Victor Hugo’ £**Loilers of the Sea,’’ Ostrich 
eggs contain as much food as two dozen hen 
eggs, and are considered good food. 

n the. Pacific Islands and West Indies 
lizards’ eggs are eaten With great gusto. ‘The 
natives of the Antilles eat alligator 
eggs, and the egys of the turtle are populal 
everywhere, though up to the commence- 
ment of the Jast century turtle was only 
eaten by the poor of Jamaica. Ants are 
eaten by various nations. I1n Brazil they are 
served with a resinous sauce, and in Alrica 
they are stewed with grease or buiter. The 
East Indians catch them in pits, carefully 
wash them, and eat them in handfuls like 
raisins. InSiam acurry of ants’ eggs is a 
costly luxury. It wasa king of tiuat coun- 
try, who, when presented with a preserve of 
apricots said, “yes, itis very nice, but did 
you ever eat white ants?’ The Ceylonese 
eat the bees after robbing them of their 
honey. Caterpillars and spiders are dainties 
‘to the African bushman and the Australians 
are notorious maggot eaters. After they 
have wound the silk from the cocoon the 
Chinese eat the chrysalis of thé silk-worm. 
Spiders roasted are a sort of dessert with the 
New Caledonuians. Nor is the use of spiders 
confined to savages. Reamur tells of a 
young lady who would 

EAT ALL THE SPIDERS 
she could catch, and the celebrated Anne 
Schurmaun said they tasted like nuts. Lalle- 
mander, the French astronomer, was very 
fond of them and a German mentioned by 
tosel used to spread them on bread instead 
of butter, 

‘The Viennese are the greatest snail eaters 
in the world. The town of U!m, on the 
Danube, is the principal place where snails 
are fattened for the market. ‘Those 
whick are fattened on strawberries 
command the highest prices, while 60,000 !bs. 
are annually exported from the Isie of Crete. 
The great African snail, that attains a length 
of eight inches. is converted into soup. 
Cock: ombs are considered a delicacy in the 
Paris restaurants. while the Englishman 
swallows shrimps in their entirety.

She desired 
to nake reparation but wan to keep the 
matter from Mrs. Thomas, and was told that 
the wrong could be easily righted vy giving 
her son a judgment note. ‘Lhe note alleged 
to have been given, and which, it ig charged 
by Mrs. Thomas, is a forged signature, was 

laced on record in the Prothonotary’s office. 
Tyson, whose hame appears as a Wituess to 
the note, was killed about one year ago. 
Upon his testimony the case mught have 
been decided. Mr. Acuff is proprietor of the 
Awbler Park Hotel, on the line of the North 
‘Pennsyivania Railroad.

PUBLIC SCPOOL MATTERS. 


Interview with a Mississippi Educator 
ou Negro Education. 

The election committee of the School 
Board will meet on next Tuesday to arrange 
and consolidate the election precincts, and 
to select voting places for the election of 
nine outgoing school directors which will 
take place on the fourth Tuesday of October. 

The regular bills for additional text books, 
general repairs, and other expenditures 
which were ordered by tee®Board on last 
‘luesday are now ready for payment. 

“Any indications of improvement in the 
schooling of the negro in yourState?” jasked 
a Post-Dispatch reporter of Professor Long, 
of the University of Mississippi, who in 
company with General Stewart had stepped 
into the Polytechnie. 

“A very large percentage of the Southern 
negroes are unable to teil the difference be- 
tween a pumpkin vine and a h -rse-radish 
staik. Terribly illiterate, l assure you,” re- 
marked the’ Professor, who eyed the man of 
the quill sharply. 

“Are you doing much for them in the way 
of public schools?” 

“No. ‘The people of Mississippi are not 
able to grapple the question alone. We 
must have the aid of the General Govern- 
ment, 

“Have you any plan which you think 
would prove an efficient one if the Govern- 
ment will aid you?” 

“Yes. ‘lhe first step -should be to estab- 
lish normal schools tor the training of col- 
ored teachers. Out of this would grow, asa 
ne@essary consequence, a system somewhat 
Similar to yours in Missouri, which would 
belt the entire negro population, but normal 
schools should be established first of ail.’’ 

**How about the negro’s polities ?”’ 

“His politics? -Well—augh !—whatever 
difficulties the question may present of a po- 
litical nature our educational duties are very 
clear. But the first step in solving the prob- 
lem of his future is the educational one.’’ 

“What is the general opinion in your see- 
tion in regard tothe Blair billinaidof the 
common school system ?”’ 

“In my opinion the bill, inasmuch as it 
provides instruction to ali without distine- 
tion of race, nativity or condition in life. will 
show to the rest of the world that America 
means enlightenment and intelligence. A 
man may be shipped here a savage, but if 
we get a chance at him we intend to convert 
him into at least a respectable’ item of so- 
clety.

The Title to Coal Lands in Las Animas 
County in Dispute. 


Judgé McCrary, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, was occupied yesterday with 
hearing the arguments of counsel in the case 
of the United States against the Colorado 
Coal and [ron Company, the Southern Coal 
and Iron Company, and some fifty other de- 
fendants. The case involves the title to 
some six thousand acres of valuable 
coal lands in lLas- Animas  Countity, 


Colorado. This land was pre-empted during 
the years 1873 and 1874 under the homestead 
laws of the United States and the territory 
of Colorado. ‘The land was described as ag- 


-ricultural land, but it was several years alt- 


erwards that the character of the land was 
discovered. In 1879 ‘the United States in- 
stituted proceedings to set. aside the 
matents to the grantees, and the case 
as ‘been pending in the courts 
ever since. On the part of the United States 
it is insisted that the preemptors were fiicti- 
tious persons and that the pateuts were 
fraudulently issued by collusion of the fed- 
eral Jand officers in Colorado. In the mean- 
time the Colorado Coal and Iron Company 
and the Southern Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company were organized and became the 
ossessors of the land in questioa, and these 
wo corporations ,are, as a matter of 
fact, the sele defendants in the case. 
Mr. Westbrook S. Decker of Denver appears 
as solicitor for the United States and Messrs. 
L. K, Bass, Woolcott & Milburn and Jonn 
M. Waldron are the ‘attorneys for the de- 
fense. [tis probable that the case will oc- 
cupy the atteution of the court for the bal- 
ance of the week.
